North Korea

WASHINGTON (AP) - North 


Korea has joined in the Commu- 
nist world's support of North 
Vietnam by supplying a contin- 
gent of pilots who apparently 
are tutoring Hanoi's flyers in 
aerial operations.

Koreans as counterparts to U.S. 
military

assigned

North Vietnam for some train- 
ing of their own in a combat 
zone. 


The exact role of the North 


Koreans was not spelled out of- 
ficially but, government spokes« 
men said, they have been flying 
out of Hanoi's main bases. 


It is too early to attach signif- 


icance to the North Korean en- 
try into the war picture, sources 
said, 


North Vietnam has a small 


air force of Soviet-made planes, 
The 
Pentagon 
credits Hanoi 


with 15 to 20 MIG21s, 40 to 50 
older MIGKis and MIGl7s and 
six old Russian IL28 bombers, 
There have been unconfirmed 
reports that the Soviets have 
provided 100 more planes in re* 
cent weeks. 


The North Vietnamese planes, 


however, have not been a major 
obstacle to U. S. pianos striking 
at military targets in the north. 
For this reason, and'because

avoid escalating the war, the 
United 
States 
has 
refrained 


from 
bombing 
Hanoi's

bases, officials said.

Gonorrhea, although usual- 


ly less dangerous than syphil- 
is, is far more widespread 
(more than one million new 
cases in the United States per 
yean and it may interfere 
with the recognition of syph- 
ilis. It, too, may have serious 
consequences (g o n o r r h e a 1 
arthritis, pelvic inflammatory 
disease in women with its re- 
sulting sterility, heart disease 
and hepatitis).

given 10 shots of penicillin. 
The blood test then was nega- 
tive. How can I tell whether 
I am still cured? What would 
the symptoms be after 25 
years? 


A—The symptoms of latent 


or hidden syphilis five to 25 
years a f t e r the initial ex- 
posure are too variable to list. 
They depend on the part of 
the body under attack but, in 
any case, the best test for 
syphilis in this stage is the 
routine serologic i blood i test 


Q—If a person picked up 


syphilis five years ago and 
didn't know it, would he still 
have it?
